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CALGARY-BASED OIL COMPANY 
DENIES LINK TO PROBLEMS 


BY TREVOR SCOTT HOWELL 


The Alberta government promotes carbon 
capture and storage as a panacea to increasing 





greenhouse gas emissions. The energy indus- 
try views it as a way to maximize its return on 
depleting oilfields. And both claim it's a safe 
technology. 

But a retired Saskatchewan couple whose 
property sits near the world’s largest carbon 
capture and storage project has a dire warning. 

“Stop it before it gets started,” says Camer- 

on Kerr. “It's not going to work wherever you 
put it. What it brings back with it, you don't 
want.” 
Cameron and his wife, 
Jane, lived on 70 acres of land on top of the 
Weyburn €nhanced Oil Recovery Project, 
the poster-child of carbon capture and stor- 
age (CCS) projects, which draws in visitors 
from across the globe to marvel at the world’s 
largest man-made carbon sink. CCS projects 
have a two-prong purpose: burying CO2 emis- 
sions from coal-fired plants and oil refineries 
deep underground, and forcing any remaining 
oil buried deep within porous rock to the sur- 
face, to deplete fields of oil. 


For 30 years, 


Since 2000, Calgary-based Cenovus (for- 


merly EnCana before the company split in De- 
cember 2009) has flooded the massive oilfield, 

“containing an estimated 1.4 billion barrels of 
oil, with more than 15 million tonnes of CO2 
piped in from North Dakota. Cenovus aims to 
pump in another 40 million tonnes in an ef- 
fort to extract as much oil as possible from the 
reservoir. 

A company spokesperson says the site is 
monitored 24 hours a day and has received 
a thumbs-up by lever renowned 
Scientists.

But the Kerrs say CO2 from the Weyburn 
site is leaking huge amounts ofieas into two 
ponds just metres from their home, and they 
are armed with a report by an oil and gas con- 
sultant who concludes the CO2 leakage is man- 
made, not naturally occurring, and the chemi- 
cal is coming from the nearby CCS project. 

In 2003, gravel used to build a road to the 
Weyburn site was dug out from the Kerr prop- 
erty, leaving a two-acre, five-metre deep pit 
with two ponds later forming at the bottom of 
the pit. 

The following year, the Kerrs say they 
began noticing dramatic changes to the water, 
including massive algae growths, iridescent 
blue and blood-red slicks, a pungent, sickly 
sweet smell and dead animals around the 
ponds’ edges. 

Then the walls of the pit began exploding like 
a cannon, belching foarning carbonated water. 
Soon after, the couple abandoned their home 
and moved to Regina. 

“There was stuff spewing out of the holes 
that looks like you shook up a can of pop,” says 
Jane Kerr, who now suffers from migraines and 
blurred vision — effects she claims are caused 
by the polluted land. 

In 2007, the Saskatchewan NDP govern- 
ment promised to launch a year-long study 
into the problem. But that pledge went out the 
window when the NDP lost the election to the 
Saskatchewan Party just weeks later, say the 
Kerrs. 

“When we went back to the egitase he just

Cenovus has hired three external experts

“Initial feedback is consistent with the many, 
many reports that have been done on the Kerr 
property in the past,” Cenovus's 
operations are in no way-at all linked to any of 
the concerns that the Kerrs have brought up.”, 

One problem, DelFrari says, is that the near-

tres away from the edge of the Kerr property. 
“For them to suggest it has gone several kilo- 
metres to reach some of these points, there's 
just no facts that have ever suggested that’s 
true at all,” she says. 

But the consultant hired by the Kerrs con- 
cludes the problems are anything but natural 
and that oil ‘and gas activity is to blame, Paul 
Lafleur, president of Petro-Find GeoChem, 
says several indicators, including the volume 
of CO2 and evidence of propane, methane and 
butane is coming from one place — the Wey- 
burn carbon sequestration project. 

“We have done these isotope studies so we 
can fingerprint, without question, the source of 
this CO2,” says Lafleur. 

Houses near sites with high sources of CO2, 
such as the Kerrs’, are particularly vulnerable, 
says Lafleur. Heating and air conditioning 
units can create a negative pressure and draw 
gas into a home. 

‘CO2 levels on the Kerr property averaged 
23,000 parts per million (ppm)s spiking to 
110,607 ppm. Safe air typically contains 370 
ppm and soil has about 1,500 ppm, says Laf- 
leur. “At 5,000 ppm you start to get phys 
ological effects ... - 50,000 ppm can kill y 
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released an assessment of the report by Petro- 
“found 
no data in the report that can support the asser- 
tions that CO2 has migrated through the geo- 
logical storage system to the surface.”)

Saskatchewan, and the chemical is almost 
an exact match to the CO2 pumped from the 
Weyburn site. 

DelFrari says Cenovus has not done such rig- 
orous tests on the Kerrs’ soil, compared to the 
university. 

“We're not saying this is absolute proof that 
this is all coming from Cenovus,” says Barry 
Robinson, a lawyer with Ecojustice who was 
hired by the Kerrs. “But what the Kerrs have 
been saying for six years is, ‘Please will some- 
body study this in detail because we're seeing 
some unusual things on our property.” 

Lafleur's study could be crucial for Alberta, 
where the government announced it would 
spend $2 billion of taxpayers’ dollars on sev- 
eral CCS projects to control 200 megatonnes 
of carbon emissions by 2050. 

The Alberta government has also introduced 
Bill 24, the Carbon Capture and Storage Stat- 
utes Amendment Act, which would leave tax- 
payers on the hook to maintain stored CCS 
projects once the province issues a certificate to 
companies that initially store the CO2, reliev- 
ing the energy industry of any liability. 

However, the Kerrs say burying the green- 
house gas underground isn’t a safe, healthy 
solution to climate change, and that better 
solutions are readily available. 

“Take these billions of dollars that the gov- 
ernments have and put them into going green

GOODBYE ED STELMACH 


Ed Stelmach has always been an unlikely 
leader. 

Anunprepossessing farmer from Lamont, 
Stelmach was a typical Progressive Conser- 
vative politician, riding to an easy victory in 
a deeply Tory riding in 1993. Stelmach hardly 
made a ripple through a number of cabinet 
posts (agriculture, infrastructure, transpor- 
tation, international and intergovernmental 
affairs) in Ralph Klein governments. When 
Ralph Klein announced his resignation, 

Ed Stelmach’s name wasn't at the top of 
anyone's list as leadership contenders. 

So it came as a surprise when the low- 
profile politico announced he was running 
for the leadership of the PCs in 2006. It 
came as an even greater surprise when Stel- 
mach captured the leadership by tapping 
into his deep rural roots, and becoming the 
default candidate for those opposed to the 
two front-runners, Jim Dinning (too big city) 
and Ted Morton (too right wing). 

There was one more surprise in store from 
Ed Stelmach. In the March 2008 election, 
even die-hard Tories were expecting the 
party was going to lose seats, if not the 
election entirely. But Stelmach scored a 
shocking victory, taking 72 of 83 seats. 

The March, 2008 election — with the 
“Change that works for Albertans” tag line — 
was the highlight of Ed Stelmach's political 
career. It's been all downhill since. 

The size of his victory papered over the 
weaknesses in his leadership. The city of Cal- 
gary never took to Stelmach, seeing him as a 
bit of a northern bumpkin. Stelmach dared 
to tinker with oil and gas royalties, which 
enraged the suits in the Calgary highrises. 
His cabinet was heavily weighted with rural 
supporters, with PC bright lights shunted to 
the backbenches. One of his worst decisions 
was to appoint the pugnatious Ron Liepert 
as health minister. Liepert disbanded the 
province's nine health boards and set up 
one “superboard”, and put an Australian, 
Stephen Duckett, in charge of Alberta 
Health Services. Liepert couldn't have been 


a worse choice for a portfolio that demands 


a leader with tact and sensitivity, and health | 


care became one of the defining problems 
of Stelmach's term. ; 

There was more bad news to come 
Stelmach, who promised transparency in 
government, gave himself and his cabinet 
ministers huge raises, behind closed doors. 
Inan attempt to deflect negative attention 
away from the oilsands, the government 
promised $2 billion towards carbon capture 
and storage, and unproven technology. In 
2009, with the recession raging, his govern- 


ment ran up a $4.6 billion deficit, the largest | 


in Alberta history. 

Inside his own party, support was eroding. 
He kicked Fort McMurray MLA Guy Boutilier 
out of cabinet, then saw two Calgary MLAs 
defect to the surging Wildrose Alliance. Ina 
byelection in Calgary, the Wildrose picked up 
another MLA; the Tory candidate finished 
third. Then there was the bungled handling 
of MLA Raj Sherman, who has become 
somewhat of a folk hero for standing up to 
the government over health care. 

With polls showing the Wildrose Alliance 
and its young, dynamic leader Danielle 
Smith on par with the Tories, the pressure 
for Stelmach to step down clearly became 
more than he could take. In announcing his 
surprise resignation on Tuesday, Stelmach 
warned of U.S.-style wedge politics and 
attack ads, a clear shot at the Wildrose. But 
that was all Stelmach gave as reasons for 
his unexpected resignation. 

Perhaps Stelmach has simply lost his will 
to govern. Perhaps he just doesn’t Have the 
stomach for what will be a bruising election. 
Most likely, however, his own party told him 
that they couldn't win with him, and the 
best chance for the Tories would be with 
another leader. 

And so ends the surprising political career 
of Ed Stelmach, a bland nice guy who 
aspired to the highest office in the province, 
but didn’t know what to do with it once he 
got there.

As so often seems to happen when 
you try to fit in an unscheduled 
visit to an Edmonton restaurant on 
a weeknight, The Mareeg Café and 
Restaurant was not my first choice 
for dining of a Tuesday eve. I’d actu- 
ally had my eye on an African place 
almost directly across 118th Avenue 
from the Mareeg, which | had yet 
to see open and operational, how- 
ever clean and functional it appears 
through the window. And so it was 
when a couple of friends and I at- 
tempted a surprise visit — inviting 
but impervious to commerce 


With a hockey game starting up the 
street pretty damn quick, we repaired 
to the closest eatery, which just hap- 
pened to boast of its “unique and au- 
thentic East African” orientation via 
light-up sign. Well then. 

According to one of my co-diners, 
the Mareeg — named for a town in 
Somalia — was once a nondescript 
but creditable Thai restaurant that 
sacrificed atmosphere for regularly 
scheduled 
trappings of which still haunted the 


intrusions of karaoke, 


overlit Mareeg dining room in the 
form of decommissioned disco lights 
overhanging the central tables. Some 
hand-painted triangles of bright 
colour along the walls gave the room 
a festive quality that the prominently 
positioned flat screen TV — tuned 
Spike TV’s weekly round-up of ter- 
rible ways to die — did not. 

Terse menus listing an assortment 
of home-style 
mostly cooked meats, were pressed 
under the tabletop glass. I internally 
lamented that we weren't there for 


Somalian dishes, 


breakfast, when we might have sam- 
pled the tasty morning fava-bean re- 
past known as ful. 

Déja vu was already mounting 
when our kindly but laconic server 


arrived tableside in a turtleneck- 
sweater ensemble. I realized then the 
factor that unites the Mareeg with 
other Somali food vendors of yore 
(the late Hamdi’s on Groat Road, the 
former Dar es Salam on 107th Av- 
enue) is their apparent surprise at

attracting new clientele. It's not that 
these establishments aren't friendly 
or hospitable — even the regulars 
greet you and ask you how you like 
the food — but they just seem non- 
plussed that you’ve chosen them to 
dine with and become a bit bash- 
ful about their humble offerings or 
something like that. 

We asked our server about the 
house's recommendations, but he 
refused to get more enthusiastic 
about the menu selections than to af- 
firm that they were “OK” or “good.” 


There was some Somali-style bread 
he assured us we wouldn't like, but 
everything else seemed to be on par 
so we went with his suggestion of or- 
dering a chicken steak, a beef steak 
and some goat meat served with sal- 
ad and rice ($10 each). 

Our implements came out in 
somewhat grandiose individual dark 
wooden baskets which we later had 
to ditch just to have enough room on 
the table of the food. We flagged an- 
other Mareeg employee to see about 
refreshments — soft drinks only, as 
the place is not licensed — and he 
headed off any fluency-testing dis- 
cussion about what we'd like to drink 
by offering us mango beverages. 

The food seemed to take no time 
at all — my co-diner didn’t even 
have time to get restless for a ciga- 
rette before three large platters of 
rice strewn with cubed veggies and 
currants arrived on the table. The 
pounded, panfried beef and chicken 
steaks came next with their accom- 
panying sides of iceberg lettuce with 
Italian dressing, then finally the por- 
tion of dark brown goat meat on the 
bone. We were also presented with a 
ramekin of creamy green hot sauce 
made with pureed chili peppers that 


my heat-seeking perennial co-diner 
endorsed as very tasty. 

Despite the lack of frills or sauce, 
the food was just fine — the meats 
were all capably handled, neither 
over nor undercooked, though the 
goat was the most toothsome to my 
palate. The rice was delicately sea- 
soned with allspice and other aro- 
matic flavourings, and there was lots 
of it. It seemed a fair deal for $10 a 
throw, beverage and tax included 

1 was a little disappointed when | 
went to the till to pay and noticed 
another diner’s food — he had an 
arrangement of what looked like 
grilled chicken kabobs dusted with 
paprika and lolling in a pool of 
creamy sauce, with a big side of spa- 
ghetti tossed in tomato sauce. There 
was nothing wrong with what I'd eat- 
en, but his looked so much better. 

In one last burst of humility, the 
guy at the till tried to warn me that 
| overpaid my bill before he real- 
ized the difference was meant as a 
gratuity. 

Just consider it a down payment on 
the even more impressive experience 
I’m going to have the next time | 
patronize the Mareeg.

[ think wine and beer have some mi- 
croorganisms in them, but their alco- 
hol concentration must make them 
sterile, right? That's why they can 
be used as antiseptics in an emer- 
gency. Or so goes the urban legend 
they taught us in medical school (full 
disclosure: I’m an MD). I’ve never 
used liquor for this purpose myself, 
but I still wonder: is it trae? —Mario 
A. Ortega 

I’m glad to hear you've never 
needed to try this, Mario. You know 
your camping trip really isn’t going 
well when you find yourself hoping 
to stave off sepsis with a six-pack 
of Icehouse. since the 
thought apparently tempts you, let 
me clarify: when they tell you in med 
school that something is an urban 
legend, the takeaway is supposed to 
be DON’T DO IT, SCHMUCK. But 
not to worry. When the SD team gets 
a chance for a little experimentation 
with alcohol, there's no way we're

passing it up. 

€thyl alcohol, or ethanol, kills 
germs by penetrating cell walls, de- 
stroying the cellular proteins and 
enzymes, and dehydrating the cells. 
Getting the right concentration is 
important, making it potentially 
tricky to use commercially available 
beverages for disinfection — their 
ethanol content ranges from three 
or four per cent for light beer to 95 
per cent for grain alcohol. €thanol’s 
effectiveness as a disinfectant also 
fluctuates widely depending on the 
target microbe, method of adminis- 
tration, and so on. 

For example, a 50-per-cent ethanol 
solution needs 15 minutes to kill €. 
coli bacteria and 45 minutes to kill

strep in a “cooked-meat broth,” but 
just 20 seconds to wipe out pneumo- 
nia and strep bacteria on a glass ther- 
mometer — presumably a less hospi 
table environment. Several common 
bacteria can be killed off in less than 
two minutes with 70-per- cent etha- 
nol, and 35 per cent will slay some 
fungi in a minute flat. The stuff also 
kills many viruses, including HIV, 
but at low concentrations the job 
may take hours. 

You might suppose the higher the 
concentration of ethanol, the dead 
lier the result. Not necessarily. It can 
take longer to kill strep with 95-per- 
cent ethanol than with lower concen- 
trations, possibly because high levels 
can coagulate the proteins on the 
outside of the cell, sealing the inte- 
rior off from greater damage. 

Some bacteria are resistant to eth- 
anol, notably the genus Clostridium, 
responsible for such conditions as 
botulism, gas gangrene, and teta- 
nus. Soaking bacteria that cause gas 
gangrene in 90-per-cent ethanol for 
an hour has almost no effect, and 
tetanus can survive ethanol exposure 
for up to 18 hours — bad news his- 
torically for anyone stopping a bul- 
let. It’s been estimated that 100,000 
German troops died of gas gangrene 
during the First World War. 

You're thinking: fascinating, I’m 
sure, but I still don’t have an answer 
to my question. One concedes this 
Time to head to the lab. 

To build up a healthy glow of natu- 
ral bacteria, my assistant Una vol- 
unteered to go for two days without 
bathing or changing clothes, mean- 
while getting sweaty via sessions of 
fencing, chores, and animal han- 
dling. (I didn’t ask.) Her fellow assis- 
tant Fierra then swabbed four sweaty 
areas of Una’s body (back of the 
knee, stomach, sole of the foot, and 








groin) for bacteria. These samples 
were transferred to agar gel in order 
to establish Una’s baseline grotti- 
ness. 

Separate small areas of each re- 
gion were then washed with distilled 
water, red wine (Chianti, to be pre- 
cise; 12-per-cent ethanol), blended 
Scotch whiskey (40 per cent), and 
Everclear (95 per cent). A swab was 
scraped across each washed area and 
applied to more agar gel, for a total of 
20 petri dishes of goodness. All the 


bacteria were cultured for three days 
at 24.5C. 
Results: 


Una’s knees were amazingly 
clean, with only a single bacterial 
colony growing from the raw sarmple 
and no other celénies showing up af- 
ter any washing. Seriously, you could 
eat dinner off Una’s knees 

+ Her stomach samples grew 11 col- 
onies raw, three when washed with 
water, and none when any alcohol 
was applied.

+ The foot samples showed seem- 
ingly random results, with wine 
washing resulting in the most colo- 
nies (18) and the raw sample having 
the fewest (2). 

+ The samples from the groin — 
yowsah. The raw sample had more 
than 200 colonies, many intimidat- 
ingly robust. Washing with water re- 
sulted in about the same number of 
colonies, but they were smaller. Wine 
washing resulted in the biggest and 
most abundant colonies, even more 
than in the raw sample. Whiskey, in 
contrast, cut the number of colonies 
roughly in half; Everclear cut it down 
by three-quarters, plus the colonies 
were small and slow-growing. 

Conclusions: 

1. Whiskey, the favored antiseptic 
for wounded cowboys out on the lone 
prairie, really is reasonably effective. 
Let's hear no more about urban leg- 
ends, med school know-it-alls — this 
is rural fact. 

2. Grain alcohol, unsurprisingly, 
works even better. 

3. Wine generally makes things 
worse, so you modern cowpokes 
who shun whiskey in favor of a good 
pinot noir can kiss your effete butts 
goodbye.

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Fare Hike Unfair To Public Transit Riders

Edmonton's transit prices will con- 
tinue to rise this year, but that’s 
no surprise for regular riders. The 
monthly pass for the city’s patchy 
transit system has skyrocketed over 
the past three years, from $59 to 
$66.50, then to $74.25, and then to 
$81.50. This year riders will have to 
fork over $84.65 for the monthly 
pass. 

Never mind that there was already 
a hike to $89 planned for next year, 
or that $2.85 is a ludicrous amount 
to carry in exact change. I can only 
wonder if council sees the humour in 
their plan to nickel and dime riders. 

Actually, public transit users will 
have to start collecting loonies as 
well. Cash fares will reach $3 next 
year. 

Perhaps the planned 2012 bus pass 
hike will also be re-hiked: apparently 
there’s also talk of upping the cash 
fare to help pay off the planned LRT 
expansions.

1 ultimately left Edmonton to 
study transportation and urban de- 
sign in the San Francisco Bay Area. 
When J arrived, the cash fare in San 
Francisco was $1.50. While transit 
funding and service across the U.S 
have been getting a rough ride lately, 
monthly passes in San Francisco 
have still only reached $60 

After wrapping up grad school, 
I moved to Vancouver, where I was 
confronted by reverse culture shock 
at the farebox. 

The United States and Canada 
take quite different approaches to 
funding transportation. For a coun- 
” the U.S. 
has lavishly subsidized transporta- 


try so averse to “socialism, 


tion. From gas taxes less than half 
Canada’s low rates to the Interstate 
Highway System's 90 per cent fed- 
eral funding, the U.S. has spared no 
expense to turn their cities over to 
the automobile. 


Given the resulting implosion 
in American transit ridership, it's 
somewhat surprising to find gener 
ally lower fares. Although the U.S 
performs poorly in terms of farebox 
recovery — the amount of money the 
transit system earns from fares - 
both countries provide roughly the 
same operating subsidy to transit per 
capita 

Part of the reason is expectations 
American cities are generally will 
one third of 


operating costs at the farebox, while 


ing to accept taking in 
Canadian cities expect to get back 
half or more. Ridership is lower in 
the U.S., but the per capita operating 
subsidy is nearly the same 

In many ways, Edmonton has the 
worst of both countries — American 
transit ridership and automobile de- 
pendence as well as high Canadian 
fare policies. 

There's a philosophical rift between 
recognizing transit as a social service 
that benefits the city and moving 
toward a user-pay model. I’m not 
against transportation user fees in 
principle, but transit is not the best 
place to start. Property tax funding 


for transit is at least roughly propor- | 
tional to income, while an increase in | 
fares puts the expense on people who | 


are less likely to be able to cope — and 
less likely to just drive. The planned 
near doubling of the mandatory U- 
Pass for students is another case in 
point 

Between 2007 and 2008, €d- 
monton’s farebox recovery was sup- 
posed to increase around a per cent. 
Instead, it dropped by nearly that 
amount. The next year managed a 
quarter of a percent increase, but it 
was supposed to be ten times that 
That's bad news for the fiscal hawks. 

The money seems to have gone 
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into buses and trains spending 14 
per cent more time moving around 
but only covering six per cent more 


distance. More money, more haste, 
but less speed. That’s bad news for 


the riders. 


About the only good story I can 
pull out of this is that ridership has 
continued to increase despite the 
fare hikes. The question remains, 
of course, how much more rider 


ship would have increased if the 


fares would have just been left well 


enough alone 

This new hike is supposed to go 
partly into inc reased service and 
partly into shaving a million dollars 
off property taxes. But if lower in- 
come riders have to pay while those 
with expensive homes get the biggest 
break, the least transit riders deserve 
s an efficient system

In 2001, had you asked Montreal 
born Patrick “P-Thugg” Gamayel 
where he thought he and his newly 
minted band, Chromeo, would be in 
the early months of 2011, he would 
likely say something modest and at- 
tempt to skirt the question. 

Preferring to refocus your line of 
thinking to something less referen- 
tial. Of course, 10 years ago he would 
have had very little to talk about; 
Chromeo was brand new and prob- 
ably unknown to anyone outside of 
its sole other member David “Dave 
1” Macklovitch and their immediate 
friends and families. 

But as 2011 gets underway and 
Chromeo prepares for a world tour 
in support of its newly released third 
LP Business Casual, which includes 
a headlining stop at Edmonton's 
Freezing Man festival, Gamayel has 
a more than a few choice words. And 
rightfully so; one would assume in 
these politically tense times that the 
Arab member of the self-proclaimed 
“only successful Arab-Jew partner- 
ship since the dawn of human cul- 
ture” would have a lot to talk about.

Chromeo is a band built on a near 


life long friendship. Gamayel first 
met Macklovitch (Jewish) in high 
school when they were both around 
15. From that point forward the two 
Hip-Hop and Funk obsessed youths 
became musically inseparable, “we 
became best friends, everything we 
did musically throughout the years 
coming, we stayed together and 
helped one another even during solo 
projects,” Gamayel says 

Even at this young age the two felt 
the pull of the world around them 
As culturally diverse as Montreal is, 
Gamayel recognized early that he had 
to look beyond his French Canadian 
roots for inspiration and expansion 

“Musically, | don’t think it did that 
much for us. It’s not like Montreal is 
known for its roots or funk music,” 
Gamayel says. “It was pretty hard 
growing up trying to listen to funk 
Culturally Montreal is a great city, 
but it didn’t influence us musically.’ 

Considering these feelings it is no 
surprise that Chromeo’s recent suc- 
cess stateside has brought Gamayel a 
lot of pride. 

“We just showed up in cities we've 
never been to ever, you know like De- 
troit or Minneapolis or Dallas, and 
we were selling out rooms of 1,000 
people or up. It was a great surprise,” 
Gamayel says. “These are markets 
where we’ve never set foot. Detroit? 
We're selling out Detroit!” 

Gamayel will be the first’to tell you 
that this success has been anything 
but overnight. All three of Chro- 
meo’s studio albums have been met 
with favorable critical receptions 
beginning with She’s in Control in 





2004, followed by Fancy Footwork in 
2007 and now with Business Casual 
in 2010. The backbone of all three 
albums has been the duo's dedica- 
tion to touring. As much as Gamayel 
admits he loves to perform, he also 
acknowledges that a heavy touring 
schedule is a financial necessity. 

With the record industry unable to 
control illegal distribution, Chromeo, 
like many bands have come to rely 
on touring as their primary source of 
income, Rather than pull a play from 
Metallica’s playbook Gamayel has 
fully embraced this reality. 

“We can’t win the war on Mp3's 
“Tt’s 
a mass movement; you can't fight it. 


and downloads,” Gamayel says. 


We've got to live somehow, we want 
to keep making music, so the shows

are the solution for us. We might as 
well embrace it.” 

Considering these realities Chro- 
meo has also turned to a few other 
less typical commercial avenues for 
their music. If you've been to U.K. 
recently you might have noticed 
Fancy Footwork's title track playing 
over a VOS Extreme Hair Gel ad, or 
for the more sports centric, you'll 
find “Don't Turn The Lights On,” the 
first single from Business Casual, on 
the FIFA 11 soundtrack. 

When Chromeo take the stage on 
the 29th a performance that has been 
moulded and tweaked over the sum- 
mer of 2010 at festivals throughout 
Europe and the United States is ex- 
pected ~ big, bombastic and “out of 
control”. Whilé they will be playing 


to a markedly larger audience since 


their last show in Edmonton at the 
Starlite Room, Gamayel assures that 
the show won't lack the intimacy and 
atmosphere of their smaller pervious 
show's in our frozen city. There will 
be “lot's of lights, lots of dancing, lots 
of sing-along’s, overall, very fun.”

For him, rap’s most notorious noise 
came when the songs hit the street, 
literally, because his Jehovah's Wit- 
ness minister father threw the tapes 
out the window. 

“When I was young I'd use his car, 
then when he’d take it later he would 
listen to the cassettes I had littered 
on the seat,” says the renowned Ca- 
nadian MC, who is now putting the 
finishing touches on his own new al-

the tape out the window, so my Pub- 
lic Enemy and KRS-1 tapes, every- 
thing was gone by the time he got 
back from work. He would be just as 
gangster as these rappers. That was 
tough, but, he was passionate about 
it and that made me passionate too, 
it made me think “Wow, I gotta find 
some music that my dad can listen 
to.” 

That sentiment has stuck with k-os 
throughout his career and straight to 
this very day. All of his albums, (in- 
cluding his upcoming fifth release, 
Black on Blonde, slated for later this 
year) have strictly clean lyrics. He 
doesn’t see that as holding back — 
him, it’s the most freeing release. 

“Swearing used to be an art, I could 
say ‘you're that of hog’s breath, the 
lowliest snake in the grass,’” he says 
with a mock Shakespearian tone and 
a chuckle. “Swearing was on a poetic 


level, then people got lazy and one 
» curse word meant the same thing. 


it's just my own swearwords, | don't 
need to justify it by using the word 
that is universally decreed to offend 
people.” 

He'd rather sharpen a more sub- 
tle edge, especially with Black on 
Blonde. It’s an album that mixes 
rock and rap far more than any of 
his previous works, inspired partially 
by conversations he had with label 
heads about the meaning of terms 
like ‘black music,’ and the African- 
American contribution to a guitar 
riff riddled genre. 

“The title Black on Blonde comes 
from the essence of those two things

them together.”

was debated hotly for awhile, but it 
couldn’t be denied,” he says of the 


scrambling democratic process that 
even scorched the new record.

really knowing. Anything.” 

That uncertainty is as present as 
ever on Forgiveness Rock Record, a 
lean, 14-track affair that paired the 
once gregariously-gorged line up 
down to a handful of key players for 
the first time — Kevin Drew, Bren- 
dan Canning, Charles Spearin, Sam 
Goldberg, Justin Peroff and Andrew 
Whiteman 

Most of Broken Social Scene’s 
alumni enrolled for brief guest spots 


on the album, the highlight being a* 


convening of the band’s former femi- 
nine side — a literal harmony shared 
by Amy Milan, Emily Haines, and 
Leslie Feist, together for the first time 
on the same song. But for the most 
part, the tunes are dominated by the 
band’s half dozen core members 

Those latest doubt-riddled ditties 
include “World Sick,” with its plead- 
ing riff and lines like “I’m sick of the 
self-love, losing the ‘bless me.’ The 
exit, the roof of the rule of what we'll 
be ...” Before long, that incessant un- 
certainty takes a bitterly twisted turn 
on “Ungrateful Little Father,” where 
Drew purrs lyrics about “almost-kin 
touching skin and leaving bitches out 
of the book.” 

Such depths are burrowed on 
through to a fresh breakthrough of 
sorts, as the album climaxes with 
“Water in Hell,” with its whooping 


refrain during the chorus and a pin- 
ing tone that shines through lines 
like “the music uncertainly, discon- 
certingly ... from what I can tell, 
there’s water in hell.” 

Those lyrics are cryptic enough to 
fit any sort of tumultuous relation- 
ship, but they are especially fitting for 
a band that was once brimming with 
Canadian indie luminaries. =. from 
Amy Milan and: Torquil Campbell of 
Stars, to Emily Haines of Metric; to 
Leslie Feist, not to mention the street 
creéthat Broken Social Scene’s core 
members carry. Whiteman said such 
a variety of wildly creative styles 
can't help but clash, and even though 
there was a more intimate kinship 
knitted on the latest album in favour 
of ariother extended indie family re- 
union, visions and egos still..chafed 
— right down to the merit of forgive- 
ness in the album’s title and beyond. 

“We don’t avoid any of that nor- 
mal ego centred mania and .com- 
promise sway, we have in the past 
verily thrived on it,” Whiteman says 
of Broken Social Scene’s jumbled 
nature and the rumours of bickering 
that blocked Forgiveness Rock Re- 
cord for the past half decade. 

“Lately though, (the ego mania’s) 
been more of the normal thing,” 
Whiteman adds. “As in, we are a big- 
ass dysfunctional typical family.”

Since forming in 2005, the trajec- 
| tory of Toronto electro-pop troupe 
Dragonette can be described as no 
less than meteoric. After only five 
| shows, the band shared a stage with 
genre forefathers New Order, before 
heading out on tour with whom else 
but Duran Duran. In previous years, 
sass-filled frontwoman Martina Sor- 
bara had found moderate success as a 
Lilith Fair-style solo artist, yet noth- 
ing could prepare her for the thrills 
and chills to come 
| “When | first started playing shows 
at age 17, I would get this crazy feel- 
ing and want to barf,” she says with 
a laugh. “That ebbed away the more 
I performed, but when Dragonette 
started and we went on tour, it came 


back in a big way. I had to shake it 
off, and doing that in front of 10,000 
people was definitely nerve-wrack- 


ing. There's a lot of screaming wom- 


| en at a Duran Duran show, so if you 
| can win them over and get them 
| screaming for you, it's a great feel- 
| ing. 

From there, Dragonette found 
success on both sides of the pond, 





landing a 2008 Juno nomination for 
Best New Group, while touring and 
collaborating with everyone from 
Basement Jaxx to the Sugababes to 
Cyndi Lauper. Recent months found 
them visiting Rio de Janeiro, while 
attempting to record a third album 
with the mounting distractions of 
sun, surf and samba. Ina recent blog 
post, bassist-producer Dan Kurtz 
shared photos of a rainstorm that 
flooded their studio 

“The storm put things on hold for 
a second, but what affected our re- 
cording process more was just being 
in Rio,” Sorbara says. “There was 
way too much fun to be had. We met 
some great people, did some explor- 
ing of the many different beaches 
and had some fun samba dancing 
It wasn’t like a huge party scene, but 
that’s also not the reason we went 
there.” . 





Call her crazy, but despite these en- 
viable globetrotting adventures and 
the fact the band currently calls the 
U.K. home, the one thing Sorbara 
says she missed in 2010 was Cana- 
da’s unpredictable winter. 

“Tlove being paralyzed by weather!” 
she says. “When two meters of snow 
fall somewhere, and all people can do 
is stay inside and figure out how the 
hell they want to occupy their time, I 
really enjoy it. That doesn’t happen 
in London, and it certainly doesn't 
happen in Rio. People might get 
paralyzed by heat in Rio, but that’s a 
different story. Snow storms are re- 
ally special, and I always like being at 


the mercy of something beyond my 
control.” 

Of course, there’s a more extreme 
intention behind Sorbara’s reasoning 
as well 

“A couple of years ago, my brother 
and I built a couch with skis on it. We 
took it to this enormous hill and flew 
down at 70 km/h with 10 people. It’s 
the safest way to feel like you might 
die. Unfortunately, every winter I’ve 
been back since we built it, there 
hasn't been enough snow. That's 
the main thing | look forward to.”

She may satisfy some of these 
wintry wishes with €dmonton’'s 
upcoming Freezing Man Festival, 
where Dragonette will join acts such 
as Broken Social Scene, Chromeo, 
Major Lazer and former collaborator 
Kaskade — winter themes are prom- 
ised, even if the show is indoors at 
the EXPO centre. 

“A few Decembers back, we got 
asked to play this outdoor show in 
Toronto's city hall area,” Sorbara 
recalls. “We prepared for it howev- 
er we could, and still thought we'd 
have some kind of protection. But 
no, it was -10 degrees with no wind 
or snow barrier. Our guitar player 
literally couldn't move his fingers 
Meanwhile, I was trying to decide 
which tank top and heels to wear. 
In the end, I wore my mother fuck- 
ing parka and stupid Sorrel boots. 
I hope I don’t have to do that again.”

And despite crowd 
protest when he accidentally said he 
was in Salt Lake City instead of Park 
City he refused to back down till the 
end. But this is all part of established, 
jockish camp. Maybe I’ve been tak- 
ing it too seriously. So what if Danko 
Jones wants to yell at people, or 
talk about banging my girlfriend in 
the back of his car?

But | liked Jones's James Hetfield 
posture, and his metal is certified.

But we were quickly fixing this, 
forgiving in that magically male 
way. “Man, that was really fucking 
lame,” he said, telling me he asked 
reporters about the no-stars, shuf- 
fle review, how they said it was my 
problem. We talked about the whole 
“Are you an actual lion?” thing, how 
I hit a nerve bringing up his mother 
(lasked if she was a lion). About him 
calling me an asshole on the radio, 
which, tohim, Ihave been. Absolutely. 
But we shook hands and made up, and 
it felt really good. “We're cool now,” 
he said, and he seemed as happy as I 
wasaboutit, sayingtheonly waylcould 
get the band’s respect was coming up 
talking to them.

(2004's Sex, Love and Rock and Roll). This segues into “California (Hustle and Flow)", where 
there are visions of the Sunset Strip, channelling the Stones, with gospel lines of “Gimme 
Sheter” throughout the chorus. But “California” has trouble evading its cheese-sprinkled lyric 
misnomers. The pop-infused country rock that Social D is known for remains fully intact and 
‘ begs to be heard seeping from patios in the summertime. Hard Times’ tempo has a leisurely 
pace distinguishing themselves from their mostly defunct punk rock contemporaries. Standout “Bakersfield” is a six-minute-plus ballad 
filled with country licks anda chorus. The guitar lines always singe and accompany the fully melodic value of the songs when Mike Ness’ 
unmistakable vocal treble takes a break. Hopefully, the band’s break isn’t as long this time.

It's been a long Hs couple of 
months for London, Ont.’s current 
best thrash-metal export, Baptized 
in Blood, as the band prepares for its 
next cross country tour. 

“We've just been sitting at home 
for two months now,” explains gui- 
tarist and founding member of the 
band, Josh Torrance, as he tunes up 
some of his guitars getting ready 
for that night's jam. “We didn't have 
anything booked. We did some CD 
release shows and we're just itching 
to get back on the road.” 

This past October, Baptized in 
Blood released its Roadrunner Re- 
cords self-titled debut, recorded and 
produced by Zeuss (Shadows Fall, 
Madball), and second full length to 
last year's independent release, Gut- 
ter Bound. 

“[Our self-titled record] was quite a 
different experience from recording 
Gutter Bound,” Torrance says. “With 
this record, we drove down to Mas- 
sachusetts and recorded for a month 
straight with no other distractions. 
With Gutter Bound, we just recorded 
it with our friend while we all worked 
our day jobs. It took us over a year 
to finish.” 

The end result of this most re- 
cent recording endeavour is a record 
that’s more focussed and a clear step 
up from the band’s previous efforts. 

“The response we've had on this 
record has been pretty amazing,” a 


proud Torrance says about the fruits ° 


of the band’s labour. “It’s a bit of a 
change from Gutter Bound because 
we hadn't found our sound yet. This 
record is heavier and darker sound- 
ing and, technically, everyone's 
Stepped up their game.” 

Stepping up the band’s game has 
certainly fared well, especially since 
the band has been managed by Dave

Mustaine, of thrash metal pioneers 
Megadeth. 

“Our rep at the time handed a copy 
of our record over to [Mustaine] and, 
out of nowhere, we got an e-mail say- 
ing he wanted to be our manager,” 
Torrance says about one of the big- 
gest highlights in his musical career. 





“It's the highest compliment in the | 


world. He's the one guy that every- 
one in thrash looks up to. It totally 
blind sided us ‘and we're still dumb- 
founded by it.” 

Though everything seems to be 
going in the right direction for Bap- 
tized in Blood, none of the band’s 








members ever thought they would 
ever get this big when they formed in 
2004 — simply because there was no 
NHL hockey that year. 

“We started out as a bit of a joke 
side-project,” Torrance says. “I was 
in my pop-punk sband at the time, 
Ghettobox. | didn’t get to do a lot of 
the really cool technical guitar work 
I like doing, so Baptized was a nice 
change from that.” 

The band took whatever shows it 


could get on and didn’t even tour un- | 


til 2007 

“Playing outside of London for the 
first time was a really humbling ex- 
perience,” Torrance says. “When we 
play London, it's always a big party. 
But when we played out of town, we 
were on a smaller level and had to re- 
ally focus on the music.” 

Amidst the touring experience the 
band has had includes playing at the 
Heavy MTL Festival this past sum- 


mer in Montreal opening for Mega- | 


deth and Testament. 

“We played at like two in the af 
ternoon,” Torrance says about the 
band’s biggest show. “But even then, 
like 12,000 people were out, it was an 
amazing show.” 

As amazing of a performance as 
the Heavy MTL Festival show was, 
Baptized in Blood hold Edmonton in 


a high regard since playing here in | 


2008 with Fear Before and A Text- 
book Tragedy and in 2010 with Bison 
B.C. and Shadows Fall. 

“Every show that we've played 
there, we've had an amazing re- 
sponse,” Torrance says. “Outside of 


Ontario, this is our favourite place to 


play in Canada.”

On “Locked Doors” €dmonton 
punk-rockers Feast or Famine make 
a simple request: unlock your doors; 
trust your neighbour; live in your 
community — don't hide from it in 
your own self-imposed prison. 

So when the band invited me over 
to their place for a chat (yes, all four 
members live together), I had every 
intention of pulling a Michael Moore 
to see if they mean what they sing. 
However, somewhere in between 
leaving my place and arriving at 
theirs, I’ve lost my sticky with their 
house number on it. 1! know the 
street, the avenue and that it’s on 
the corner, so I’m spinning around 
on a snowy sidewalk trying to decide 
which house seems more like a mu- 
sician'’s. As I wander from corner to 
corner, hoping for a sign, | hear it. 
The muffled sounds of rock ’n’ roll 
escaping onto the cold streets of Ed- 
monton. 

I try the door. It’s unlocked. 

“We're not naive about when we 
leave, we lock up our stuff,” drum- 
mer Matthew Kerby jokes as waves 
of laughter break around the kitchen 
table where the guys are gathered 
post-band practice. 


“What makes news is bad news,” 
bassist Paddy Sperling says. “So 
then you're just primed to think that 
bad things are going to happen. Bad 
things do happen but I think the ma- 
jority of people are good, want to 
help and would like to live in a posi- 
tive community rather than live in 
fear of each other.” 

It's not the doomsday attitude you 
find with a lot of punk musicians — as 
a group they seem far more focused 
on the positives. And you can hear 
it in the music too. It's still driven, 
still gritty, still concerned about the 
state of the world, but it's in a more 
uplifting way. Of course it helps that 
there’s a little ska influence in there. 

“Sometimes I'm a little optimistic 
or idealistic,” says Kevin Klemps, 
who shares guitar and vocal duties 
with Kyle Shabada. “People are gen- 
erally good. Sometimes you learn 
that’s not the case, but ya, I think it’s 
good to have an optimistic or even 
idealistic approach — not be naive 
and take precautions but still believe 
that humans are generally good and 
want to trust and love each other.” 

Talking with Feast or Famine, it's 
clear that they value people and what 
friends can achieve when they work 
together. It's an appreciation for com- 
munity that they try to foster, most 
evidently with the title of the band’s 
latest album Edmonton & Company. 
Named in homage to the town that 
they call home, it’s also shout out to 
the musicians who struggle to make 
it work in this northern city. But 
above all they want the the audience, 
to feel part of the Feast or Famine 
community when you come to their 
show. 

“We didn't start playing music 
because we wanted to be different 
or feel that we're better than any-

at their first [show] it felt like they 
were hanging with friends they just 


one,” Sperling says. “When you 
play, it usually starts off with your 
friends, then they bring a friend so 
then you meet them and it just be- 
comes this great big group of friends. 
I think it was just kind of a natural 
development of how we feel and ap- 
proach music. People have told us, 


haven't met before.” 

And that’s exactly how it feels 
when they invite you into their home 
too.

The Art Gallery of Alberta celebrates 
its first anniversary in its sweeping 
zinc Randall Stout designed home 
adjacent to Churchill Square, with 
the kind of numbers it never experi- 
enced in the past. 

The AGA had 114,000 people come 
through its doors from Feb, 1 of last 
year through to the end of December, 
or about 10,000 people a month — 
amazing for any Canadian museum, 
executive director Gilles Hébert Heé- 
bert says.

“Then we have the public’ spaces 
stacked on the east side of the build- 
ing, which have made the gallery a 
real meeting place.” 
The first 500 visitors on Sunday, Jan. 
30 will be treated to cupcakes. The 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra will 
join the festivities with a peformance 
at 1 p.m., followed at 2 p.m. by the 
Alberta Ballet. The Edmonton Opera 
will perform at 3:30 p.m. 

“We're thrilled because the space 
lends itself so well to both histori- 
cal and contemporary work,” Hébert 
Says. “Our audiences are exceeding

our expectations in terms of sheer 
numbers, and membership.” 

Much of this increased public inter-

“Our mandate is to operate as 
a gallery of national significance, 
which means that we have to present 
exhibitions that are ambitious and 
large-scale. We're also able to engage 
the community throughout the prov-

seem to be responding in a really big 
way.” 

Hébert is proud the AGA works 
closely with the local arts commu- 
nity. 

“Not only visual artists: we have 
strong partnerships with the opera, 
and the symphony, and beyond,” he 
says. “We're interested in expand 
ing the conversation. about the arts, 
across disciplines. We're a product of 
our environment, of Edmonton. The 
city [municipal government] itself is 
a huge supporter of our initiative and 


we're very grateful for that.” 






He is also eager to emphasize that 


as befitting its name, the gallery is 
keen to engage in a conversation 
with all of the province about art 
“We know that other communities 
have vibrant arts activities taking 
place, and we want to engage with 
them to the fullest extent possible,” 
Hébert says. “We see ourselves as 
having a provincial mandate: we re- 
spond to, and are part of, the local 
community, but we also feel like we 
have a respoirsibility to the province. 
It's a balancing act. It’s seeking out 


ways to ways to celebrate the activity 
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of the entire province 

The recent Alberta Bienniale host- 
ed by the AGA is an example of this. 
The majority of artists came from 
outside of Edmonton 

“What's interesting is we balance 
historical and contemporary,” he 
says. “In our first year, we've noticed 
that our contemporary program is 
easily as attractive to our audience as 
the historical exhibition program.”

Brian Jungen’s new exhibit, launch- 
ing at the Art Gallery of Alberta on 
Jan. 29, will be marked for its firsts 
and lasts: it will be the first time Jun- 
gen’s work will be shown in Alberta, 
and the last time that his cavernous 
recycling-bins-cum-tortoise _ shell 
sculpture Carapace will be exhibited 
Jungen has spent much of January 
onsite reworking the piece to re- 
spond to the AGA’s exhibition space; 
the piece was similarly adapted twice 


for exhibitions in Loire,

France and the National Museum of 
the American Indian in Washington, 
DG 

The exhibit brackets out an im- 
portant middle chapter of Jungen's 
career. The three works shown at 
the AGA [Shapershifter and Cetol- 
ogy — to-scale whale skeletons cre- 
ated from up-cycled Canadian Tire 
plastic launch chairs — accompany 
Carapace] offer less visual bombast 
than Prototypes of New Understand- 
ing, his early First Nations masks 
made from repurposed Air Jordans, 
and more reflexive commentary 
on the institutionalism of the art 
world than the revealing, personal 
direction Jungen has taken with his 
latest work, now showing in Vancou- 
ver and New York. 

Still, immediacy and accessibility 
are hallmarks of Jungen’s approach 


expect a rewarding jostle across the 
layers of meaning Jungen embeds in 
his pieces. 

“I like to use materials that are 
quite common: mass produced and 
available almost everywhere in the 
world,” Jungen says. “That's a good 
starting place for people to enter 
the work. There's a certain common 
denominator of using things that 
people see in their everyday life. By 
changing it and altering it, hopefully 
people can see that things that are 
mass-produced and considered dis- 
posable, well, there's consequence to 
that. There's a larger environmental 
and cultural meaning to things, even 
the simplest things.”

gen, of Swiss and Dunne-za First 
Nations ancestry, began making art 
as a kid in Fort St. John and was 
classically trained at Emily Carr in 
Vancouver. In 2002, he was feted as 
the first-ever recipient of the Sobey’s 
Art Prize, and in 2010, received the 
Gershon Iskowitz Prize. 

Such opportunities for success 
don’t exist in the yawning cultural 
chasm of the US, he explains 

“There's no real division in Can- 
ada between Aboriginal artists and 
contemporary artists,” Jungen says 
“In Canada, artists can just be artists. 
Even if they're dealing with specific 
aboriginal themes and materials, 
their work will still be shown with- 
in artist run centers and museums 
in the country. They won't necessar- 
ily be framed as an Aboriginal artist. 
That wouldn’t happen in the U.S 
There's clear separation with Native 


American art and American con 
temporary art. They both have sepa 
rate markets and separate art press 
We don't really have that here, and 
that’s what I like about the Canadian 
art scene.” 

Now entering the third decade of 
his career, Jungen has transcended 
the boundaries of parochial Canadi- 
ana and emerged as a fixture on the 
international art circuit. 

But Jungen 
cidedly low-key, 
to avoid the stardom that accompa- 
nies success.

“My work is shown at biennales 
and museums, but I don't always 
attend those things,” he says.

The Mechanic: A Finely Tuned Action Machine

My sons and I have this ongoing de- 
bate about action movies; they love 
them, and they say I hate them. 

As I have explained to them, just 
because I thought The Expendables 
was just OK, and not the cinematic 
masterpiece they see it as, doesn't 
mean | don't like action films. I’m a 
guy, after all, and I like shooting and 
explosions and creative, bloody kill- 
ings as much as the next guy. The 
thing is, I like a little story with my 
mayhem. Otherwise, it's just a bunch 
of explosions and gunfire and tired 
old action heroes exchanging ‘witty’ 
dialogue. 

I didn’t hold out much hope for The 
Mechanic; even the title seems like 
something from By The Numbers 
studios. But it turns out that The 
Mechanic is one of those very rare 
action films that takes the trouble to 
create a storyline that isn’t just filler 
between the explosions. 


Jason Stratham plays: elite assas- 
sin Arthur Bishop, who works for a 
typically shadowy group of men in 
dark suits who have a bottomless 
supply of money which they use to 
pay guys like Bishop to bump off 
other men in dark suits. Bishop was 
mentored by Harry McKenna (Don- 
ald Sutherland), now an old manina 
wheelchair whose killing people days 
are over. McKenna has a son, Steve 
(Ben Foster), who is now a slacker 
type who is bitter that his dad chose 
to mentor Bishop instead of his own 
son. For reasons that I won't get into 
here (you know it’s coming, I just 
won't tell you why) Bishop ends up 
mentoring Steve, showing him the 
ropes of the killing-for-hire business. 
The result is much mayhem 

I won't tell you more about the plot, 
which has a number of satisfying 
twists and turns, but I will say that 
this is as close to a plot driven action 
movie as you're likely to see. The ac- 
tion sequences well conceived, plenty 
of people get bumped off in creative 
ways, and there's even some entirely 
gratuitous nudity to keep everyone 
happy. 

The Mechanic is a satisfying, well 
produced action film with a genuine, 
keep-you-interested story. See, guys, 
they really DO exist.

There is a touch of National Geo- 
graphic’s photographic grandeur in 
The Way Back, director Peter Weir's 
fact-based story of a group of Second 
‘World War Gulag prisoners who not 
only escaped a Siberian prison, but 
walked — walked! — all the way to 
India, and freedom. It’s a frequently 
majestic film, with the kind of sweep- 
‘ng vistas one would find the pages of 
National Geographic. And, curiously, 
it is sometimes as emotionally in- 
volving as one of those dry Nations 
Geographic articles. 

Thrown into a Siberian prison in 
1940 on trumped up charges of spy- 
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ing against Russia, Janusz (Jim Stur- 
gess), convinces an enigmatic Amer- 
ican (Ed Harris), a vicious Russian 
criminal (Colin Farrell) and a group 
of fairly interchangeable characters 
to escape, and walk to freedom. How- 
ever, they find freedom is a lot more 
elusive than they anticipated. Pick- 
ing up a young, female Polish orphan 
along the way (Saoirse Ronan), the 
impossible journey traverses no less 


- than the Gobi Desert and the Hima- 


layas. (Bulgaria and Morocco provide 
the background.) 

Is it possible for anyone to travel 
6,000 km on foot, through the 
harshest terrain the world has to of- 
fer? Maybe yes, maybe no. The film 
is based on a 1956 book, The Long 
Walk. Writer Slavomir Rawicz claims 
he made the trip along with a num- 
ber of others. Despite the book being 
a worldwide bestseller, no one has 
found any evidence that Rawicz, who 
died in 2004, accomplished the feat. 
Only recently did the BBC uncover 
evidence that a British intelligence 
officer interviewed a group of hag- 
gard men in Calcutta in 1942, who 
claimed to have escaped from Siberia 
and walked to India. But there is no 
evidence that Rawicz made the trip, 
and the BBC postulates that Rawicz 
may have lifted the story from some- 
one who actually did make the trip. 


Still, that was enough evidence for 


Australian director Weir, a four-time | 


Oscar nominee. He hasn't made a 


film since the epic Master and Com- | 


mander: The Far Side of the World in 
2003 (his other films of note include 
The Truman Show, Dead Poets Soci- 
ety, Witness, Gallipoli and Picnic at 
Hanging Rock). Weir's hiatus wasn't 
self-imposed; it just took a long time 
to wrangle the funding for this pic- 
ture. 

Weir chooses not to play up the 
emotional side of the journey in fa- 
vour of depicting the pure, physical 
torture of a 6,000 km trek, which is 
presented in convincing detail. That 
decision results in a film that — 
undeniably a fine piece of filmmak- 
ing that is well acted and gorgeously 
filmed — remains curiously unin- 
volving. | never felt any real at- 
tachment to the characters, and at 
about the 105-minute mark of the 
135-minute film, I was looking at my 
watch, which is always a bad sign. (Is 
it churlish to complain about sitting 
in a movie theatre for 135 minutes to 
watch a story: about guys who spent 
years walking 6,000 km? Maybe.) 

Still, The Way Back is a good film, 
and one that practically demands

The Company Men, a new drama

Unluckily for the new film, Up In 
The Air was one of the best films of 
2009. I’m guessing that The Compa- 


| ny Men isn’t going to be on anyone's 
| best-of lists for 2011. 





Timing, as they say, is everything 

This is not to say that 
The Company Men isn't a perfectly 
serviceable film, but it suffers terri- 
bly in comparison to Up In The Air. 
The film's star, Ben Affleck is hav- 
ing a great year, but let's be honest 
he’s no George Clooney. 

The Company Men follows the 
impact on three executives — rising 


mid-level exec Affleck, aging upper 
management type Chris Cooper, 
and company higher-up Tommy Lee 
Jones — as their Boston shipbuilding 
company unleashes a wave of down- 
sizing in an attempt to keep the com- 
pany out of the hands of corporate 
raiders. Affleck is the first to go, and 
the hardest hit. With his $160,000 
a year salary, he’s built up a very 
comfortable life for himself, his wife 
(Rosemarie DeWitt) and their kids. 
Living well beyond their means, even 
at $160Gs a year, Affleck spirals 
downward as the job market proves 
to be a lot less accommodating for 
a “37-year-old loser” than he antici- 
pated. Ultimately, he has to consid- 
er — OMG! — manual labour work 
offered up by his brother-in-law, 
working-class guy Kevin Costner 
(complete with requisite ‘Baw-ston’ 
accent), who isn’t doing too well 
himself. 

Cooper, approaching 60, is the next 
to go, and after a lifetime of work, he 
can’t just sit on a beach somewhere 
and enjoy life; he doesn’t know how. 
Jones spars with his boss and com- 
pany founder Craig T. Nelson, until 
he, too, gets the axe, which is par-

ticularly galling in that he’s having 
an affair with the company hatchet- 
woman, Maria Bello. 

The Affleck, Jones and Cooper 
characters are all very well compen- 
sated for their efforts, and therein 
lies the problem with The Company 
Men. Are we supposed to feel badly 
for these guys? If you’re making 
$160,000 a year and you haven't 
squirreled away a little for a rainy day 
then don’t come crying to me. Jones, 
as a major player in the company 
stands to gain a fortune, so shed no 
tears for him. Only Cooper's charac- 
ter generates any real sympathy. 

The Company Men is the first 
feature film written and directed by 
John Wells, executive producer and 
head writer of the long-running TV 
fav ER, and contributed to Third 
Watch and The West Wing. His TV 
background shows in The Compa- 
ny Men; Wells doesn't do anything 
here that you wouldn't see in well 
(but quickly) made episode of ER 
Wells also opts for the uplifting 
TV-style ending that borders on the 
cornball. Waiting to see this film on 
DVD wouldn’t diminish it at all. 

Better yet, just rent Up in the Air.
